Eor  the  vacation  o.f  the  East  17I  feet  of  the  alley 
between  Washington  Doulevard  East  and  Jefferson  Street,  also  for  the 
opening  of  an  alley  through  the  West  9 feet  of  Lot  ^^o.  320  Hannas  Add|t:ioA< 
and  the  reopeningof  the  East  5 feet  of  the  vacated  alley  «od joining,  also 
for  the  condemning  of  a.  portion  of  the  south  east  part  of  Lot  No,  31^ 
and  a portion  of  the  North  east  part  of  Lot  No.  329  both  in  Hannas 
Addition  for  street  purposes. 

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  city  of 
Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  vacate 
the  east  one  hundred  and  seventy-one  (I71)  feet  of  the  alley  between 
Washington  Boulevard  East  and  Jefferson  Street,  also  for  the  opening 
of  an  alley  through  the  west  nine  (9)  feet  of  Lot  No.  320  Hannas  Addition 
and  the  reopening  of  the  East  five  (5)  feet  of  the  vacated  alley  adjoin- 
ing said  lot,  also  for  the  condemnation  for  street  purposes  of  the  South 
east  part  of  Lot  No,  31Q  the  North  east  part  of  Lot  No,  329  "both 
lots  being  in  Hannas  Addition; the  portions  of  said  lots  to  be  condemned 
will  be  all  that  part  lying  outside  of  a curved  line  having  a radius  of 
fifty  (50}  feet,  the  point  of  curved  being  measured  fifty  (50)  feet  v/est 
and  North  and  south  and  west  from  the  south  east  and  north  east  corners 
of  the  above  mentioned  lots. 

All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  vacation,  open- 
ing and  condemnation  now  on  file  in  theoffice  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  of  said  city. 

The  cost  of  said  vacation,  opening  and  condemnation  and 
all  expenses  connected  therewith  to  be  assessed  against  the  property 
beneficially  affected  thereby. 

All  of  the  above  described  streets,  alleys  and  lots  and 
lands  affected  by  the  vacation,  opening  and  condemning  as  above  describ- 
ed being  situated  in  the  city  of  Fort  Wayne,  County  of  Allen  and  State  of 
Indiana • 

The  above  described  alley  vacation  is  subject  to  the 
right  of  the  city  of  Fort  V/ayne  to  at  all  times  maintain  therein  the 
public  sewer  therein  located  and  subject  to  the  right  of  the  city  to  enter 
upon  said  vacated  alley  for  the  purpose  of  making  repairs  or  otherwise 
as  herein  set  out  and  that  any  obstructions  hereafter  made  upon  the  same 
by  any  property- owner  or  owners  of  property  abutting  thereon  interfering 
with  the  Board  of  Public  Works  in  the  exercise  of  this  easement  herein 
reserved  shall  be  removed  by  said  Board  at  the  expense  of  said  property- 
owner  or  owners.

The  undersigned,  owners  of  real

respectfully  petition  for  the  passage  of  a resolution  providing  for  closing  of  the  east  one 
hundred  seventy-one  feet  (171’)  of  alloy,  lyin,«:  between  Washington  street 
and  Jefferson  street,  west  of  Harmer  street. 


We  also  propose  that  we  dedicate  sufficient  ground  at  the  corner 
of  Jefferson  and  Harmer  streets  and  the  corner  of  Washington  and  Harmer 
streets  to  round  said  corners.  Said  corners  to  be  one-quarter  circles 

of  ( f50  ) fifty  feet  radius,  providinir  that  the  Civil  City  shall 
build  and  pay  for  new  sidewalks,  full  width  from  lot  line  to  curb, 
including  new  curbing  at  property  line,  one  foot  wide  and  to  extend 
one  foot  above  the  sidewalk  line  around  the  entire  property. 

Also  said  Civil  City  to  stand  all  other  expenses,  such  as  moving 
outside  curbing  at  said  corners,  repairing  pavements,  moving  water 
hydrants,  etc.
